A NEW order, insofar as food pur- 
chases for the home are con- 
cerned, is coming into vogue. 
Hand-to-mouth buying is sing. 
Housewives are not buying for ons 
meal or for one day, but for two or 
three days, or longer. 


It is true that many women still 
make daily trips to market, but 
more and more housekeepers are 
buying in larger quantities, there- 
by getting the benefit of price re- 
duction by larger purchases, and 
at the same time making their 
marketing easier and facilitating 
the work of meal planning. They 
are enabled to do this through hav- 
ing facilities for the proper preser- 
vation of foodstuffs, which, of 
course, is essential. Modern elec- 
tric refrigeration thus is a boon to 
the housewife. 

Many housewives try to pare 
down food costs and they scheme 


and contrive to save a dollar here 
or a dollar there, but the saving 
seldom is appreciable, for the rea- 
son that they buy in small quanti- 
ties. Saving of as much as 10 per 
cent can be made through larger 
purchases. 

For instance, in buying meats 
the hand-to-mouth purchaser orders 
two, three or four chops, or a half 

und of bacon, or a slice of ham. 

he rm 8 the highest price per 
poun use it costs more to 
serve her and to wrap her purchase 
than it would if she bought in 
larger quantity. But the woman 
who buys in lots of five pounds or 
more, having the butcher cut the 
meat into chops, roast or stew meat, 
gets the lowest price. The same is 
true of fruits, vegetables, fats or 
salad ingredients. This housewife 
has planned her meals for more 
than one day and she knows that 
her food shopping is done for a 
while, because she has facilities for 
keeping her foodstuffs. Her trips 
to the market, too, are cut in half.
